San Francisco, Cal., June 15.—Stir­ 
red to action by 
insistent 
protests 
from all parts of 
the 
state, 
Gov. 
James N. Gillett took steps today to 
prevent the championship fight be­ 
tween James J. 
Jeffries 
and 
Jack 
Johnson, scheduled to be held in this 
city July 4. 
In a letter to Attorney General 
Webb, the governor expressed his dis­ 
approval of prize fighting in unmeas­ 
ured terms and directs that the aid 
of the courts be invoked to prevent 
the match and concludes with a pos­ 
itive order that in case the plea for 
a restraining order is not granted 
and the fight is held the Attorney 
General proceed to gather evidence 
and prosecute 
the 
principals 
and 
those interested in the fight for viola­ 
tion of the penal code of the state. 
The letter declares the supreme 
court of California has never defin­ 
ed a prize fight and suggests an op­ 
portunity be given it to so. 
This 
is • taken to indicate the governor’s 
intention to press his opposition to 
the end, and while the status of the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight is in an unset­ 
tled condition tonight, the sporting 
fraternity is much cast dow-n, and it 
is generally believed the death knell 
of prize fighting in California has 
been sounded. 
This is borne out by the fact that 
the Governor telegraphed to Attorney 
General Webb later in the day to take 
a similar action in the matter of the 
fight between Sam Langford and Al 
Kaufman, which to have been fought 
here next Saturday. 
Promoters 
Rickard 
and 
Gleason 
were taken completely by surprise. 
They had heard no whisper of the 
governor’s intended action. "When the 
news reached him, Rickard rushed to 
the office of Attorney General Webb 
and asked what that official proposed 
to do. After a conference with Webb, 
Rickard said he believed the fight 
would be held in San Francisco on 
the advertised date despite the gov­ 
ernor’s orders. 
He would not say 
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positively wfiat his course of action 
would be until Webb handed down an 
opinion, yet Rickard has no intention 
of abandoning the effort to hold the 
fight here. Both he and Gleason de­ 
voted much time today to conference 
with their attorney, Herbert Choyn- 
ski. The course of legal defense de­ 
cided upon probably will not be given 
out until Attorney General Webb has 
made a statement. 
Rickard said Webb had promised 
him, because of the great expense of 
erecting the arena and other mat­ 
ters connected with the fight, that 
his opinion would be forthcoming 
without delay. 
Rickard 
expects it 
within two days. In the meantime he 
would make ready to take the fight 
to Nevada or Utah if compelled to 
do so.

•One of the spectacular features of 
the parade was the car that bore the 
seal of state from Guthrie to Okla­ 
homa City, between midnight and 
morning Sunday. In it was W. B. An­ 
thony, the governor’s secretary, who 
procured the seal, and C. E. Shinkle, 
owner, and the driver of the car. 
On the side was a streamer bear­ 
ing the words, “I Am Not Paul Rev­ 
ered Steed, but I Brought the Capi­ 
tol.’

Gov. Haskell’s Speech. 
In his speech tonight Gov. Haskell 
said in part: 
“I want to congratulate you on the 
final settlement of the permanent lo­ 
cation of your state capitol. It was 
a God-given right under a free gov­ 
ernment, vested in the people of this 


gr^at state alone, and with no legal 
or moral right on the part of any 
other man or any other body of men 
to dictate to you. 
‘I want to congratulate every tax­ 
payer of Oklahoma. You will have an 
adequate capitol, with its carpets on 
the floor and its furniture in place 
turned over to you without the in 
vestment of a single dollar of the 
taxpayers’ money. Oklahoma will be 
the only state in the American union 
where the necessary capitol buildings 
have been obtained free of cost, and 
that fact speaks not alone for the fair 
spirit of the people of the favored 
community, but speaks for the good 
judgment of the voters of the state. 
Oklahoma City may justly feel proud 
in the fact that against its worthy 
competitors it was favored by the 
overwhelming majority equal to more 
than double the number of votes re­ 
ceived by all other candidates. 
• 
Enabling Act 
“There was never any merit in the 
claim that the people of Oklahoma 
could not locate their capital when­ 
ever they saw fit. The provision in 
the enabling act was nothing more 
than a suggestion to the constitution­ 
al convention, and the constitutional 
convention refused to adopt the sug­ 
gestion by a vote of more than ten to 
one. Therefore, the people of the state 
and the

United 
States in passing upon the work of 
the constitutional convention approv­ 
ed the rejection of the suggestion as 
emphatically as they approved the 
affirmative acts of the convention. 
"The question is asked now by a 
few why I, as governor, immediately 
— 
removed the affairs of the state gov­ 
ernment to Oklahoma City? My an­ 
swer is: Because the law adopted by 
a vast majority of the people of this 
state on June ll by Its own express 
terms became operative as soon as 
the people voted on it and that it 
was my duty to obey the command 
of the people, and I intend to. 
As 
your state constitution requires that 
business of the state government be 
conducted at its capita] city it would 
have been unlawful to have conduct­ 
ed it at any other place. There doubt­ 
less were some who, during the cam­ 
paign, either in

Oklahoma will be 
the only state In the American union 
where the necessary capitol buildings 
have been obtained free of cost, ant 
that fact speaks not alone for the fair 
spirit of the people of the favorec 
community, but speaks for the good 
judgment of the voters of -the state 
Oklahoma City may justly feel proud 
In the fact that against its worthy 
competitors it was favored by the 
overwhelming majority equal to more 
than double the number of votes re- 
ceived by all other candidates.

James N. Gillett took steps today to 
prevent the championship fight be- 
tween James J. Jeffries and Jack 
Johnson, scheduled to be held in this 
city July 4. 


In a letter to Attorney General 


Webb, the governor expressed his dis- 
approval of prize fighting in unmeas- 
ured terms and directs that the aid 
of the courts be invoked to prevent 
the match and concludes with a pos- 
itive order that in case the plea for 
a restraining order is not granted 
and the fight is held the Attorney 
General proceed to gather evidence 
and prosecute 
the 
principals 
and 


those Interested in the flght for viola- 
tion of the penal code of the state. 


The letter declares the supreme 


court of California has never defin- 
ed a prize fight and suggests an op- 
portunity be given it to so. 
This 


is • taken to indicate the governor's 
intention to press his opposition to 


- the end, and while the status of the 


Jeffries-Johnson tight is in an unset- 
tled condition tonight, the sporting 
fraternity ta^mueh cast down, and it 
is generally belieyed the death knell 
of prize fighting in California has 
been sounded. 


This is borne out by the fact that 


th« Governor telegraphed to Attorney 
General Webb later in the day to take 
a similar action in the matter of the 
flght between 'Sam Langford and Al 
Kaufman, which tp have been fought 
here next Saturday. 


Promoters Hickard and 
Gleason 


were taken completely by surprise. 
They had heard no'-whisper of the 
governor's Intended action. When the 
news reached him, Rlckard rushed to 
the office of Attorney General 'Webb 
and asked what that official proposed 
to do. After a conference with Webb, 
Rickard said he believed the flght 
would be held in San Francisco on 
the advertised date despite the gov- 
ernor's orders. 
He would not say 


positively what his course of action 
would be until Webb handed down an 
opinion, yet Rickard has no intention 
of abandoning the effort to hold the 
fight here. J3oth he and Gleason de- 
voted much time today to conference 
with their attorney, Herbert Choyn- 
ski. The course of legal defense de- 
cided upon probably will not be given 
out until Attorney General Webb has 
made a statement. 


Rickard said Webb bad promised 


him, because of the great expense of 
erecting the arena and other mat- 
ters connected with the fight, that 
his opinion would be forthcoming 
without delay.

great state alone, and with no legal 
or moral right on the part of any 
other man or any other body of men 
to dictate to you. 


"I want to congratulate every tax- 


payer of Oklahoma.. You will have an 
adequate capitol, with its carpets on 
the floor and its furniture in place 
turned over to you without the in- 
vestment of a single dollar of the 
taxpayers' money. Oklahoma will be 
the only state in the American union 
where the necessary capitol buildings 
have been obtained free of cost, and 
that fact speaks not alone for the fair 
spirit of the people of the favored 
community, but speaks for the good 
judgment of the voters of -the state. 
Oklahoma City may justly feel proud 
in the fact that against its worthy 
competitors it was favored by the 
overwhelming majority equal to more 
than double the number of votes re- 
ceived by all other candidates. 


. 
Enabling Act. 
' 


There was never any merit in the 


claim that the people of Oklahoma 
could not locate their capital when- 
ever they saw fit. The provision in 
the enabling act was nothing more 
than a suggestion to the constitution- 
al convention, and the constitutional 
convention refused to adopt the sug- 
gestion by a vote of more than ten to 
one. Therefore, the people of the state 
and the president 
ol the 
United 


States in passing upon the work of 
the constitutional convention approv- 
ed the rejection of the suggestion as 
emphatically as they approved the 
affirmative acts of the convention. 


"The question Is asked now by a 


few why I, as governor, immediately

ernment to Oklahoma City? My an- 
swer 1st Because the law adopted by 
a vast majority of the people of this 
state on June 11 by Its own express 
terms became operative aa soon as 
the people voted on it and that it 
was my duty to obey the command 
of the people, and I Intend to.

It was on that account that ten 


days before June 11 I gave out the 
public statement to the people of this

>eople of the state might know when 
the removal would take place I call- 
ed their attention to the fact that 
the law would be operative immedi- 


ately upon Its adoption by a majority 
vote of the people. It was apparent 
that the managing committee at Guth- 
rie knew that It would be my legal 
duty so to do from the very fact, as 
[ have since learned, more than two 
hours before tbe polls closed on elec- 
tion day, they had a sergeant from 
an inferior wurt in their own coun- 
ty to enjoin the entire state admin- 
istration from obeying what they an- 
ticipated would be the command of 
the people, but a mere reading of the 
l»w itself in Its plain, simple lang-
